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ABSTRACT : 



PURPOSE: To accomplish a continuously variable inductor which is not subject to 
restriction on a usable frequency band and the maximum electric power by a method 
wherein a terminai, which is always comes in contact with one end of a coil with a 
threadlike structure, is provided on the surface of a mounting main body, a thread groove 
is cut from the surface of the mounting main body to the inner part, and the coil is screwed 
in. 

CONSTITUTION: A groove is cut around the core 2 of a round bar, a conductor is helically 
buried in the groove and bonded, and the coil 1 is screwed into the threaded groove 
provided from the surface of a mounting main body 3 to the inner part in the state wherein 
one end of the air-core coil 1 with a threadlike structure having a threaded conductor is 
always brought into contact with the terminal 5 provided on the surface of a mounting main 
body 3. The terminal 5 is always making contact with the end ^ on one side of the coil 1 , 
and said terminal 5 and the other terminal 4 on the opposite side are moved making 
contact with the other end t 2 of the coil at all times while elasticity is being maintained by a 
spring 7. As the spring 7 does not have inductance electrically, the inductance can be 
changed continuously by successively changing the number of windings between the 
terminal 4 on one side of the coil and the other terminal 4. 
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
